SUBJECTION OF MAN IN THE CRINOLINE AGE 
U 


NDER the above caption the Editor of the Sacramento 


Bee takes up the speech of Superintendent BoJine of 


Compulsory Education at Chicago and shows plainly the 
condition man win be in, in the near future: 


"That women are elbowing- men out of -work in cities, 


and driving them to toil in fields and mines, was the chief 
theme of a disturbing speech at Detroit on Tuesday, by 
Mr. Eodine, Superintendent of Compulsory Education at 
Chicago. 
He had government statistics to back up this 


startling conclusion. He showed that in 1900, at the time 
of thr last Federal census, there were 5,300,000 women in 
this country engaged in gainful occupations, an increase 
of over 1,000,000 in ten years; that of females the birth 
rate is increasing- and the death rate decreasing, while for 
males the reverse is true. 
He concluded that woman is 


destined to be the ruling sex in industrialism; that man, 
like the Indian, is dying out and being driven out, an,l 
eventually wll be "a back number," forced by the triumph- 
ant competition of women to earn Ills living by the sweat 
of his brow—grubbing in the ground, hewing wooJ. draw- 
ing- water and performing other humble toil. 


This is a appalling prospect for the coming man, how- 


ever -much it may please the coming woman. But Super- 
intendant Bodine might have said much more, \r. elabora- 
tion of his theme. 
- 


Of course, as the power of woman grows in the busi- 


ness and manufacturing world her political power will 
likewise increase. First she will get the ballot for herself 
and then disfranchise man, not only by way of retribution, 
but also on the ground that he cannot attend to his work 
and to politics at the same time. It will be one of her 
ways of keeping- him in his proper place—we had almost 
said out of the saloons, but, of course, there will be no 
saloons when women do all the law-making 


For a time it is probable that men may be able to cling 


to city life to some extent, as there is muc-h muscular work 
to be done in the centers of population. Woman will not 
care to run street-cars, climb telegiaph poles, deliver ice, 
chop up meat and do other laborious \voik And after she 
has learned the intricacies of management so as to takp 
charge of large business establishments, there may be a 
better chance for men to get employments as typewriters 
and stenographers than there is now. As woman rises in 
the business world, the humbler blanches o£ what has been 
considered feminine woik may become loss competitive 
than thy are now, so that men will hp-ve more opportunity 
behind the ribbon counter and in the hosiery department 
than is afforded them under present conditions. 


It has been assumed by some thoughtless wiiters that 


the cares and obligations of motherhood would alv ays 
be an obstacle to the rise of Axoman in business an.l pio- 
fessional pursuits. But that notion is based on the fallacy 
that because the woman of the past had «ufferel herself 
to become a mother the new woman would do the same 
thing. 
But she will not. She will be to busy. When the 


feminine regime gets into full swing, a certain number 
of married women may be designated by lot, through 
official scientific selection, by an annual draft, or in some 
other way, to become mothers and care for babies. And 
the latter task may be lightened by giving the fathers the 
greater share of the nursery work. Or babies may be 
reared in state institutions. 


If it were not for the obvious need of keeping up the 


supply of babies, and especially of female infants, the 
men might gradually be suffered to die, out, or be done to 
death, like the drones in the hive. In this necessity, how- 
ever, lies a ray of hope for the coming man. And if the 
disparity in the birth rate between males and females 
shall continue, and perhaps increase, there may be a great- 
er relative demand for husbands, if only for State purpose 
than now exists. 


One thing that must be remembered is that under fe- 


male predominance more women will be able to support 
husbands than can now afford such dependents. So that, 
after all, the lot of the mere man, in the coming Petticoat 
Age, may not be so hard as Bodine has pictured it. 


Should there be a serious deficiency of males, in the re- 


mote future, through the growing disproportion in the 
birth rate, it may easily be met by the institution of po- 
lygamy. The expense of supporting a husband, divided 
among- six or more women would he light, and so far as 
the avoidance of race suicide is concerned polygamy would 
answsr the purpose. The objections among women to plu- 
rality of wives have been very much in the nature of 
trade unionism, because it has been assumed that every 
woman was entitled to a full interest in a husband. But 
•when the census shall show that :there is only one man to 
every six women, the two-'thirds of the female population 
left unmarried through the continuance of monogramy will 
find a way to break up the monopoly of husbands. 


, THEY have not done much towards the municipaliza- 
tion of the Geary street railway in San- Francisco as yett 
and the lessee is still running the system. The Examiner 
is clamoring for the commencement of the' work, but it 
appears that the administration of the city government is 
correct in insisting oil delay. Were the alteration of the 
line to be begun now, as Mayor Schmitz pointed out on 
Monday, the rails would have to be changed first—some- 
thing that the newspaper'railroad builders in the Examiner 
builJing never contemplated, it seems. If the tracks were 
not relaid cars of modern size could not pass on another 
on the line. Evidently the Examiner construction depart- 
ment has much to learn. 


IN a statement of a semi-official character issued from 


London the assertion is made that the proposed cruise of 
the British fleet in the Baltic sea is not to be regarded as 
a menace to Germany. On the contrary, it Is said, the 
German government has long been advised of the plan 
and has cordially approved it 
So far from beiing an un- 


friendly visit, the cruise is to be undertaken to empha- 
size the cordial character of Anglo-German relations. 
That may be the purpose, but it will require more proof 
to satisfy the general public that Germany is playing an 
altogether friendly part toward England at this time.

Kid," an alleged confidence man, who 
is said to have been plying his pro- 
fession in this city for some time and 
•uho is declared by the officers to be 
wanted elsewhere, was placed under 
arrest by Deputy 
Sheriff 
William 


Maxwell, afteV an exciting struggle 
in which Hayes made an ineffectual 
attempt to assault the officer yester- 
day morning. 


The officer entered the Palace, and 


discovering the man he was looking 
for, 
placed him under arrest. He de- 


murred and argued the point with the 
officer, who led him to the street.

Hayes made a swing at Maxwell, who 
put in motion some clever foot work, 
and the alleged "con" man made 
a 


break for liberty. 
dashing- 
up the 


stairs lending to the upper floors of 
the Palace. Maxwell was at his heels 
and seized him by the leg and threw 
him down. A scuffle ensued and Hayes 
was quickly overpowered and taken 
to the county jail. 


When Maxwell caught Hayes the 


latter let out a yell which brought a 
number of his friends to the rescue, 
and for a time it looked as if the offi- 
cer would be obliged to take a patrol 
wagon load of men to the jail. But he 
safely landed his man and the insur- 
rection which was brewing was quick- 
ly quelled and Maxwell landed 
his 


man high and dry in jail.

•of Esmeralda County 


J. R. Leonard, designer of the new 


Virginia 
street 
bridge 
across the 


Truckee river, arrived from San Fran- 
cisco yesterday upon business inci- 
dent to the construction of the new 
bridge. 


"Excellent progress is being made,1 


said Mr. Leonard, "with the new struc- 
ture. 
Engineer Stewart is overlook- 


ing nothing in its building, and when 
completed the Reno bridge will be the 
most handsome and durable structure 
west of the Rocky Mountains. 


"The piers are being built on an ex- 


cellent foundation, in fact the sup- 
porting soil has been found to be 'bet- 
ter than we had reason to expect. The 
part of the work now being done does 
not make much of a showing and ap- 
pears necessarily slow, but it can be 
said that good progress is being made 
and it will not be long before aeiual 
constructioi work on the bridge tvill 
commence. 


"The contractors will undoubted!}' 


complete the bridge within the con- 
tract limit. 
You can say that 
the 


bridge •nill be a credit to this city or 
any other city." 


The board of btidge commissioners 


are holding frequent meetings andlhus 
far the commission is well pleased 
with the progress of 'the work. The 
first estimate for work on the bridge 
will be allowed within the next ten 
days, amounting to about $5000. 
To 


meet this payment the commission will 
sell five or the 5 per cent 
interest 


bearing bonds. 


Yesterday afternoon one of the old 


brick retaining walls for the abut- 
ments and south approach 
to 
the 


bridge caved in, but very fortunately 
nope of the workmen employed upon 
the concrete work were in the vicinity 
and consequently no one was injured. 
The action 
of the 
water 
running 


through the southsttde) ditch under- 
mined the ground about the wall and 
approach and it caved in, precipitat- 
ing many tons of brick and rock 'to 
the river bank. 


The 
San Francisco Construction 


Company has a large rock 
crusher 


working ten hours a day at the site, 
chewing up boulders and rocks for 
th concrete work. Hundreds of tons 
of rock and cement will be used in 
the construction of the bridge, arid 
the foundation or piers alone requir- 
ed 'the use of several cars of high 
grade cement.
